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P RESIDENT: T h ank y ou . Senator As h fo r d , p l eas e .

SENATOR A S HFORD: T hank y o u , Nr . Pr esi d e n t and members.
Briefly„ reflecting a little bi" what Senator Abboud h as sai d
and a l so Sen a t o r N or r i sse y , we pa s sed LB 8 4 i nt ac t with
$98 million. We had an opportunity to take some of the m oney
out of LB 84 to fund some of these programs, but we opted not to
d o t ha t . Senat or Abbo u d is absolutely right. I f we , a n d
Senator Hall is absolutely right in his amendment before or his
motion before this bill and Senator Withem is right on his
motion. These are laudable programs. I support Senator Hall' s
program and Senator Withem's program. The problem is that, as
Senator Abboud said, the reality is and I think we have to deal
in realities here today and not in speculation or in philosophy,
the reality is that if every dollar that we override will come
out of state aid, will come out of LB 89. That's the reality of
this legislative session now. So I think we should keep that in
mind when we make our decisions. There ar e g o o d p r ogr a ms that
we' re g oi n g to be discussing today, t ru l y , a n d I cer t ai n l y
support most all of them, but the reality is t hat there is
substantially more dollars to be vetoed out. I f we add more
dollars to that we are putting i n j eop a r d y som e exce l l en t
education programs, funding programs in LB 89 and the $9 million
state aid in LB 525. I urge the body not to override this veto.
